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History  has  been  handed  down  that  3  Redding  brothers  of 
Scot-Irish  descent  came  to  the  Eastern  Shore  of  North  Carolina, 
Two  went  to  Georgia  and  a  third,  after  living  in  Pasquotank  County 


for  awhile,  came  to  this  section  -  then  known  as  Orange  County. 


This  was  some  time  before  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  third  brother 
acquired  land  on  Cedar  Fork  Creek,  part  of  which  is  owned  by 
W,  F.  Redding,  Sr,  ,  located  three  miles  from  Asheboro. 

This  third  brother,  Joseph,  had  3  sons  -  John,  Jonathan,  and 
Thomas;  two  daughters  -  Truelove  (married  a  Sand)  and  Nancy  (Rich). 

John,  the  son  of  Joseph,  had  the  following  children:  Jessie, 
Michael,  Joseph,  John,  Thomas,  Betsy  (Plummer),  Jane  (Tadlock)

Troy,  and  Dora  (died  January  1941).  Will,  tho  son  of  Thomas  had  Bryon, 
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Sidney,  Eula  (Farlow),  Carl,  Paul,  Stella  (Rush),  and  Wade  died  before 


grown. 
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Bryon,  son  of  Will,  never  married.  Sidney,  son  of  Will,  has 
one  daughter.  Eula  (Farlow)  has  6  children.  Carl,  son  of  Will  has 

six  children.  Panl,  son  of  Will,  has  two  living  children.  Stella  (Rush) 
had  two  children. 

Sidney,  the  son  of  Thomas,  died  at  the  age  of  19  at  Trinity  College. 
Troy  and  Dora  are  living  at  the  old  home  place  of  Thomas. 

Stanley,  the  son  of  John,  grandson  of  Joseph  1  had  Tom,  Oscar, 
Charles,  Ocia  (Blair),  and  Virginia.

Each  of  these  has 
children. 

Joseph,  son  of  Jonathan,  grandson  of  Joseph  l  had  Jonathan,  Spate, 
Mary  Josephine  (Fox),  and  others.  Jonathan,  son  of  Joseph,  grandson  of 
Jonathan  had  Charlie  (lives  in  High  Point)  and  Lineman.  Spate,  now  about 
84  years  of  age,  lives  Kansas,  never  married.  Mary  Josephine  (O.  R.  Fox) 
had  Beulah  (Cranford),  Ruth  (Allred),  Mary  (Pugh),  Ludolph,  now  has  a 
drug  store  in  Rockingham. 

Watson,  son  of  Jonathan,  grandson  of  Joseph  1  had  Sallie  (in  New 
Mexico),  Fannie  (Banc),  Julia  (Grcgson),  and  Florence  (Bryant). 

Nancy,  daughter  of  Jonathan,  granddaughter  of  Joseph  1.  married

The  third  son  of  Joseph  1st  was  Thomas,  who  had  a  son  Iredell  who 
went  to  Indiana  and  had  a  son  Thomas  who  was  a  lawyer  in  New  Castle,  a 

son  Jacob  who  was  a  doctor  in  Knightstown. 

This  history  is  according  to  tho  recollection  of  W.  F.  Redding.  If 
any  descent  of  Joseph  l  is  obmitted  it  is  purely  an  oversight  and  not 
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
